Harris Against Rate Rise. 


The water rates bill was 
passed 25 to 1, Alderman Al- 


fred I. Harris, twenty-second | 


ward, who was defeated in his 
bid for Democratic nomination 
for Board of Aldermen presi- 
dent in Tuesday’s primary, was 
the lone dissenter. 

The bill was amended from 
the floor to give charitable and 
educational institutions lower 
rates than ordinary customers, 
but not less than the cost of 
producing the water. Under 
existing rates, these _ institu- 
tions pay charges that do not 
meet costs, water department 
officials said. 

The rates approved today 
will go into effect with the next 
water department billing after 
the start of the fiscal year, 
April 1, if the Mayor signs the 
bill. His administration backed 
the bill. 

Under the new rates, un- 
metered residential customers 


will be charged a flat rate of | 


$18 a year instead of $12. 

The aldermen approved four | 
companion measures to the wa- 
ter rate bill. On each bill, the 
vote was 24 to 1, with Harris. 
casting the only no vote. 

One bill authorizes sale of 
$7,500,000 in revenue bonds for 
waterworks improvements. Is- 


suance of these bonds was ap- | 
proved by the voters in 1944. | 


These bonds will be retired 
through water department rev- 
enues. The water rate increase 
was sought to retire these 
bonds and also to meet rising 
costs of operation. 

Three of the bills authorized 
specific appropriations from 
the $7,500,000 bond issue. One 
provides $4,000,000 for con- 
struction of a clear water basin 
and distributive pumping sta- 
tion at Chain of Rocks, in ad- 
dition to installation of pres- 
sure conduits between Chain of 
Rocks and the Baden and Bis- 
sel] Point stations.

| Edward P. Sharpey-Schafer, 
professor of medicine at St. 
Thomas’s Hospital in London, 
and*Dr. M. Faulkner, associate 
professor of music at the Uni- 
versity of California, made the 
recommendation in the British 
Medical Journal.

The bank proceeded in 1951 
to reacquire the shares, al- 
though an officer of the bank, 
now Mercantile Trust Co., 
testified today that he knew 
of no document in the bank's 
possession granting permission 
to do so. 

The records and testimony 
were introcuced at the trial of 
a suit by Byron Moser and Alex 
Berger Jr. against Mercantile 
Trust Co. and some of its di- 
rectors to void the 1951 re- 
acquisition 

Three Letters Offered. 

Three letters from the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board of Gover- 
nors to the Mercantile-Com- 
merce Bank & Trust Co. were 
offered over the objection of 
counsel for the bank that they 
vere irrelevant and the ques- 
tion of the validity of the 
bank’s action could not be 
raised in this suit. 

The last letter, dated Aug. 
14 1947. reminded the bank’s 
board chairman that the bank 
had been advised in 1935 that 


it was required to divest itself! 


of stock in the subsidiary bank 
at 3612 Washington boulevard. 
Pointing out the Banking Act 
of 1933 was still in effect, the 
letter concluded with the state- 
ment that the Federal Reserve 
Board was not in a position to 
grant the request. 

The letters were produced by 
Guy Freutel, first vice presi- 
dent of the Federal Reserve 
Bank of St. Louis, to which 
copies had been sent. He pro- 
duced the letters under sub- 
pena and protested vigorously 
that making them public would 
violate a confidential communi- 
cation 

Officer's Testimony 


Earlier, George Eschbacher, 
secretary of Mercantile Trust 
Co.. had testified he knew of 


no documents showing a grant 
of permission for the bank to

“These communities are find- 
ing it very good business, be- 
sides being good historical 
practice, to preserve worthy 
buildings,”’ Howland said. “We 
can show that as few as 24 
visitors a day to see a historic 
house leave as many dollars in 
the community as a business 
with a $100,000-a-year payroll.” 

“A city can only genuinely 
concern itself with its future 
when it is also concerned with 
its past,” said Joseph Passon- 
neau, dean of the Washington 
University School of Architec- 
ture. “QOur first job is to see 
what we can do for buildings 
in immediate danger, and then 
to catalogue others that should 
be saved, and plan their future 
protection.”

state in size, bigger than 
Rhode Island, Delaware and 
Connecticut. In population, Ha- 
waii now outranks Alaska, Ne- 
vada, Wyoming, Vermont, Del- 
aware and New Hampshire. 

Although 85 per cent of the 
territory’s residents are Amer- 
ican citizens, the bulk of the 
population is of Oriental and 
Polynesian (native Hawaiian) 
ancestry. In the 1950 census, 
Caucasians comprised 23 per 
cent. The largest ethnic group 
was Japanese, 36.9 per cent.

Why Fees Have Risen 
--. "The Mississippi Valley Duck 
-- Hunters Association has asked 
why the Conservation Commission 
raised fees on public waterfowl 
hunting areas approximately “200 
per cent” while reducing fees to 
fishermen at two public fishing 
areas. Actually, the rise will be 
only about 50 per cent for most 
hunters, and the answer is one 
of.simple economics. 

. Missouri’s waterfowl manage- 
ment areas cost $147,157 per year 
to. operate. This includes areas 
where fees are charged and areas 
like the Upper Mississippi, where 
no fees are charged. The com- 
bined income from the fee areas 
only is $79,176, of which $16,667 
is fishery revenue and $62,509 is 
revenue from waterfowl hunters 
‘ahd ‘agricultural operations de- 
signed for waterfowl management. 

The deficit is $48,888. The 
fishermen are more than meeting 
their cost on Duck Creek (boat 
rentals only) and Trimble wildlife 
areas; and Swan Lake waterfowl 
‘hunters are paying their way on 
the basis of annual costs. 

Consequently if waterfowl] hunt- 
ers at Fountain Grove, Duck 
Creek and Trimble were required 
to pay their way the daily hunting 
fée for 11,954 hunters (1957-58 
figures) on these areas (Trimble 
had no hunting in 1957-58) would 
have to be raised from the pres- 
ent fee of $3 to a new figure of $5. 

It is not the commission's de- 
sire that every area exactly bal- 
ance costs with maintenance, but 
‘with respect to the over-all public 
use area program, income from 
areas must at least approximate 
costs or further development of 
areas will eventually have to halt. 

Elimination of the 50-cent fish- 
ing fee at Lake Paho, where no 
hunting is permitted though the 
area does serve as a refuge, was 
done because the lake was under- 
fished, and eliminating fees might 
attract more fishing pressure. At 
Montrose the fee was eliminated 
for the same reason. 

As a matter of fact, annual costs 
to maintain fishing opportunities 
are negligible while waterfowl 
management is a daily cost 
throughout the year—and an ex- 
pensive one.

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Puzzled and Scared 


It is no wonder that Europe was both baf- 
fled and frightened by President Eisen- 
hower’s news conference on Wednesday. 
Through the murk of the President’s extraor- 
dinary syntax could be discerned the follow- 
ing thoughts on the Berlin crisis: 


1. We shall not respond to a Berlin block- 
ade with military action on the ground. 

2. Neither shall we respond with nuclear 
warfare. 

3. However, nuclear war is not a complete 
impossibility. 

4. It will be time enough to decide our 
course of action if the Russians threaten real 
hostilities, which seems unlikely. 


What the President meant to say can be 
interpreted variously, depending on which 
of these propositions is emphasized. Their 
implications, furthermore, are bewildering. 
For example, Mr. Eisenhower’s strong state- 
ments against fighting a ground war in 
Europe raises serious question as to why we 
are supporting a ground army in NATO. His 
statements against the use of a nuclear de- 
terrent (“bombs don’t free anybody”) raise 
the question of the effectiveness of a diplo- 
macy based upon “massive retaliation” which 
in a pinch is not to be used. 


Although Mr. Eisenhower gets more and 
more difficult to translate, we would like to 
believe that his puzzling comments spring in 
part from an underlying conviction that the 
proper Western response to the Berlin crisis 
is not a military response at all, nuclear or 
conventional. There is a great deal of truth 
to this proposition. But if this is what he 
means the President is certainly mistaken in 
suggesting that we can wait until the crisis is 
upon us before planning our course of action. 

On the contrary, the best way to avoid re- 
sponding with military force is to create a 
situation in which a military response would 
be unnecessary. This can be done only by 
the most vigorous policy planning in advance, 
and unfortunately there is little evidence that, 
with Mr. Dulles in the hospital, this kind of 
planning is in fact going on. 

It is this lack of a clearly planned alterna- 
tive which makes the President’s apparent 
rejection of a military response, when taken 
in conjunction with his other statements 
about meeting force with force, so puzzling. 


But it does not follow that our proper pol- 
icy then is just to “wait and see.” Rather the 
sensible alternative is to prepare to negotiate 
seriously on a German and European settle- 
ment within which the Berlin problem could 
be solved peacefully; and meanwhile, to take 
all possible precautions against a military 
crisis emerging from any transfer of admin- 
istrative authority to the East Germans by 
the Russians. The best way to serve the lat- 
ter end, it seems to us, is by taking steps to 
introduce a United Nations “presence” into 
the situation. 


Just Spell It Out 


As in the case of Alaska, we freely predict 
a Post Office decision shortly that “Hawaii” 
should not be abbreviated. How could it be? 
The next state will not want to be dismissed 
as Ha., much less as Haw. And Hi. hardly 
gets the message across the Pacific, either. 
As for H., we grant that would be simple 
enough, and in no wise conflicting, but the 
Hawaiians will never accept it. For nobody, 
not even a lei-bedecked tourist, wants to 
go to H. 


Backing Off on Civil Rights 
Attorney General Rogers’s testimony on 
civil rights to a House Judiciary subcommittee 
was weak-kneed. He further diluted the Ad- 
ministration’s already distressingly passive 
role by announcing a retreat from legislation 
to permit federal injunctions in all types of 
civil rights violations—legislation the Admin- 
istration pleaded for repeatedly last year. 


He thus played directly into the hands of 
the segregationists. If the President’s chief 
legal aide is beginning to doubt the wisdom of 
law enforcement, they may reasonably ask 
themselves why they should not take a similar 
tack and ignore civil rights laws more openly. 


The Administration is backing a good bill 
as far as it goes—making it a federal crime 
to obstruct court orders in school desegrega- 
tion cases, to flee across state lines to avoid 
prosecution for destructions of school or 
church buildings, and to destroy records in- 
volving elections of federal officers. But ex- 
tending the injunctive process from voting to 
other civil rights cases, particularly school 
desegregation, is also important. 

Mr. Rogers’s aiting of Virginia as an exam- 
ple of what could be accomplished by a fed- 
eral hands-off policy is a wry bit of irony. He 
says the Justice Department was asked to in- 
tervene but decided not to do so. The burden 
which should have been borne by the Federal 
Government thus fell on private citizens, who, 
fortunately, were more vigorous than their 
Government. Why the Attorney General 
should cite this abdication of federal respon- 
sibility as a justification for more of the same 
is not immediately apparent. 


A Boiling Kettle 

The Sunday afternoon revolution in Iraq 
seems to have been thoroughly crushed in 
Mosul by the government of General Kassem. 
The leader, Col. Shawaf, is in flight or he may 
have been a victim of the air strafings of a 
number of villages, including one in Syria. 
But in a broader sense, Kassem’s trouble is 
not at an end. That was made clear enough 
by President Nasser of the United Arab Re- 
public. And trouble of any kind in the 
Middle East means worrying in Washington. 


Only the basic facts of the rising are clear. 
It was headed by Col. Shawaf, a close friend 
of Kassem and one of his associates in the 
July revolution in which the king was exe- 
cuted. Since then Kassem has been inclined 
toward the Soviet Union. As a result he has 
faced two opposition factions. One of these 
desires Iraq to be independent of all outside 
influences. The other, more strongly Pan- 
Arab in feeling, had hoped for closer ties 
with Nasser. It is the latter group which is 
blamed for the rising in Mosul. 


The affair shows how complicated the 
affairs of the Middle East really are. When 
a pro-Nasser revolt must be preferred to a 
possible increase in Russian influence, and 
when Arabs change from pro-Communist to 
anti-Communist in a few months, Western 
diplomacy must be alert and astute. Its worst 
mistake would be to assume that anything like 
stability has. been achieved. Nasser’s Pan- 
Arabs, old hands at radio warfare, surely will 
do all they can to make Kassem’s position 


untenable. And it is difficult to say how far 
he will go in accepting Russian help in his 
own defense. A boiling kettle bears watching. 


Three Taxes, One Question 


Gov. Blair’s general revenue program is 
faring well in the Missouri House. The cham- 
ber has passed a use tax bill which would 
add an estimated $8,000,000 to state revenue, 
and a beer-liquor tax bill adding $3,500,000. 

These measures still fall about four millions 
short of bringing in the 16 millions which 
the Governor said would be necessary to bal- 
ance his budget. The difference would be 
made up from a bill to raise the cigarette tax 
from 2 to 3 cents a package. Since Missouri 
has the lowest cigarette tax of any state with 
such a levy, the measure faces little opposi- 
tion. 

A question arises from House action on the 
tax bills. Will the use tax measure hinder 
Missouri’s economic growth? The extension 
of the 2 per cent sales tax to cover items 
brought into the state for retail sale does not 
exempt machinery or equipment used in 
manufacturing or processing. 

Gov. Blair has contended that use taxes 
have not injured the industrial growth of 
Ohio and Illinois. But these states are indus- 
trialized while Missouri is trying to catch up. 
A tax on equipment brought into this state 
might discourage new industries from com- 
ing here. 

One way to avoid this mistake would be to 
exempt equipment of entirely new industrial 
plants built in Missouri. The exemption 
would not reduce present revenues. Even its 
effect on future use tax revenue is problem- 
atical, because if industry is discouraged from 
bringing equipment into the state the tax 
would not apply. 

But a use tax law with an exemption for 
new industry would create a broader tax base 
and more revenue in the long run. The Sen- 
ate ought to consider a use tax concession for 
industrial progress. 


A Better Draft Law Is Needed 


There has never been any valid doubt of 
the necessity for retaining the military con- 
scription law until a proper substitute is 
found. The swift and almost unanimous ac- 
tion that the measure has been receiving in 
Congress is an indication of the solidarity 
that exists in a time of crisis. 

The House passed a bill to extend the 
measure for four years by a 381 to 20 vote 
and now the Senate has approved it by 90 to 
1. Obviously, the act could not be allowed 
to expire this June 30. But the nation still 
needs to study possible substitutes. 

The faults of the present draft law are 
many. It requires sacrifices from a minority 
of youths and nothing at all from the ma- 
jority. The armed services find it a neces- 
sary evil, bad for morale and harmful to 
efficiency. Few draftees re-enlist. 

What is needed is a broader and more in- 
clusive training program for “youth or else 
a means of attracting sufficient career per- 
sonnel to the services. One or the other or 
a combination of both could surely be found 
if the right people, civilian and military, sat 
down and gave the subject sufficient attention. 

Therefore we believe the Senate erred in 
voting 68 to 24 against a proposal to set up a 
civilian commission to study alternatives to 
the draft. The draft as it now stands is al- 
most as obsolete as the cavalry saber. The 
fight to find a substitute for it should be 
carried on by all persons interested in na- 
tional defense and in fairness to the nation’s 
youth. 


Cheer for Secretary Mitchell 


Secretary of Labor Mitchell, who has come 
under angry attack by a group of Congress- 
men for his continuing efforts in behalf of 
farm workers, deserves commendation for his 
stoutness of heart. His rule that the Labor 
Department will refuse to help farmers re- 
cruit help domestically, or import it, unless 
they agree to some standards in working con- 
ditions, is not only right but long overdue. 


One of his basic requirements is that return 
transportation must be guaranteed. In the 
past, farm workers have been stranded and 
become a charge on local communities. Who 
can possibly defend that practice? Secretary 
Mitchell also is considering a guarantee of 
adequate housing. The primitive inadequacy 
of housing for farm workers now may be pic- 
tured from the New Jersey Farm Bureau’s 
estimate that merely providing blankets, heat, 
and hot and cold running water in its, state 
would cost $5,000,000. Is this tolerable in 1959 
America? 

Farmers have abused the Government’s 
help by using it as an excuse for paying farm 
workers substandard wages and subjecting 
them to working conditions that would not be 
tolerated by anyone who could get another 
job. The farm laborer is by and large a relic 
of agricultural feudalism subsisting in the 
middle of the Industrial Revolution. If Sec- 
retary of Labor Mitchell can succeed in get- 
ting something done in justice to these miser- 
able and largely forgotten men, women and 
children, he will serve his office and his 
country well. 


More Help, or More Relatives? 


Leaders of the House of Representatives 
will have to forgive the voters back home for 
any coolness toward a pending bill to expand 
each member’s office payroll by $14,000. If 
the bill passes, each member will have just 
over $50,000 for office help. Maybe the Con- 
gressmen can show a need for it. But the 
voters are not going to be very sympathetic 
so long as so much of present funds goes to 
Congressmen’s relatives. 

In the new Congress, 50 re-elected Repre- 
sentatives and 10 freshmen members are re- 
vealed as having one or more relatives on 
their office payrolls. Some of them do little 
or nothing for their money. Relatives of five 
Missouri House members appear on the pay- 
rolls. A freshman Indiana Congressman, Ran- 
dall S. Harmon, has put both his wife and 
his front porch back in Muncie on Govern- 
ment salary. Representative Steven S. Car- 
ter of Iowa put Steven Anthony, his 19-year- 
old son, on the payroll at $11,873 a year. He 
said to friends that he had cancer and had 
anywhere from three weeks to eight years to 
live, Then he explained that the doctors 
had changed the prognosis: He would live 
indefinitely. So he cut his son’s pay to $6402. 

It is such things as these that have the ma- 
jority of the House worried about the new bill 
to fatten their office payrolls. It would be a 
little bit indiscreet to bring the bill up on the 
floor when there is so much publicity about 
the all-out use now being made of nepotism.

invariable human fact that no single 
man or government or nation will 
always behave well or always behave 
badly. 

The result is that again and again 
(and often in pursuit of ends which 
are perfectly respectable) we find 
ourselves in the position of support- 
ing men or movements whose meth- 
ods in fact we dislike, and of op- 
posing others of whom privately we 
must, at least in part, approve. 

The Eisenhower Doctrine offered 
the Arab Governments certain bene- 
fits (not very considerable ones) if 
they would adopt a clearly anti- 
Communist stand. In other words, 
it asked them to give up their often 
expressed preference for a policy of 
“neutralism” in exchange for a 
guarantee of protection in case of 
Communist attack. 

But none of the Arab Govern- 
ments at the time considered itself 
threatened by Communism, except 
that of Nuri es-Said in Iraq, and the 
other objections to the doctrine were 
such that not even Nuri cared to 
subscribe to it. Of the others, the 
Lebanese and the Egyptians took up 
extreme positions, respectively for 
and against the doctrine. 

The Lebanon accepted it, not be- 
cause there was any threat from 
Communism (indeed there was prob- 
ably less of a threat in the Lebanon 
than anywhere else in the Middle 


East) but because the Government 
wanted the money that went with it. 
Egypt rejected it, not because the 
Egyptian Government favors Com- 
munism (in fact it has severely re- 
pressed it ever since the revolution 
in 1952) but because Nasser wanted 
to keep his lines of communication 
open to the East, the more so as the 
West showed every sign of trying 
to blockade him economically. The 
end result, apart from the fact that 
the doctrine fell flat, was that Presi- 
dent Chamoun of the Lebanon was 
confirmed as a “good” Arab (and in 
consequence had to fight for his life 
a year later), while President Nasser 
was confirmed as a “bad” one and

gained accordingly in stature and 
popularity all through the Arab 
world. 


Nasser, of course, has all along 
been the villain of the piece, while 
Nuri, who remained loyal to the West 
to the end, was the most conspicu- 
ously “good” Arab. I am not con- 
cerned here to try and compare the 
achievements or the failings of the 
two Arab leaders; my point is only 
that by so labelling them, and by 
putting all our faith in Nuri while 
attributing every disturbance to 
Nasser, we achieved two unfortunate 
results. 

We associated 


ourselves with 


methods of political manipulation 
and repression in Iraq which defied 
all our inherited national instincts; 
and we forced on the Arabs all 
through the Middle East, a choice 
which was often unwelcome to 
them. We did much to create and 
still more to perpetuate the cold war 
within the Arab world, whose rival 
camps acknowledged ultimately the 
leadership either of Nasser or of 
Nuri es-Said. 


It was an unfair contest, once the 
fact emerged that the physical ca- 
pacity of the West to intervene in 
purely Arab disputes was a thing of 
the past; for within the Arab world 
Nasser held all the cards but one, 
He was a popular leader. Nuri, by 
contrast, was able to survive only by 
rigidly controlling the opponents who 
were waiting to destroy him. His one 
card was Iraq’s oil, whose revenues 
he used with courageous wisdom on 
projects of real worth to the country, 

There is no good reason why 
Western politicians and diplomatists 
should have ignored the fact that an 
older generation of Arab leaders 
who had depended on Western help 
in winning their countries’ inde- 
pendence (and incidentally in bol- 
stering their own claims to power) 
was dying out and being replaced by 
younger men with quite different 
aims. 

In Iraq Nuri was the law, and 
those who lifted their voices against 
policies of which they could not ap- 
prove or against far-reaching restric- 
tions on their own personal liberties 
were “the Bagdad mob.” In Jordan 
the old paternalistic approach was 
prolonged with a kind of nostalgic 
myopia into an era when it was no 
longer appropriate, and when the 
aspirations of the new urban popu- 
lation and the Palestinians made a 
more sophisticated approach impera- 
tive. In the Lebanon the Chamoun- 
Malik fraction were encouraged to go 
so far out on a pro-Western limb that 
even the Sixth Fleet could not pre- 
vent their opponents from cutting it 
from under them. 

The melancholy result of all this 
was that when the Bagdad revolu- 
tion of July 1958 suddenly provided 
a focal point for all these several dis- 
contents the West’s “friends” in the 
Arab world, the “good” Arabs, were 
all seen to be either dead or shelter.

Dr. Charles W. McLaughlin 
of Omaha, professor of surgery 
at the University of Nebraska 
Medical School, said the cas- 


ualty rate on farms was mount- | 


ing each year because of in- 
creased mechanization of 
agriculture. 

Speaking at Kiel Auditorium 
as the four-day sectional meet- 
ing of the surgical group came 
to an end, Dr. McLaughlin said 
farm accidents caused 2700 
deaths in the nation in 1956, 
This means an annual fatality 
rate of 60 for each 100,000 
farmers.

They have al- 
reatty hurled threats at Iran 
following the breaking off of 
negotiations for a Soviet-Iran- 
ian-pact and the signing of a 
defense agreement with the 
United States. 

In this way the danger of a 
nuctear war is greatly en- 
hanced. The weapon of nuclear 
retaliation is the only weapon 
in the American arsenal. 

That was the inference which 
mafhiy have drawn from the 
Président’s words. 

Ultimate Question. 

The question then, as Ful- 
bright points out, is whether 
the President would resort to 
nuclear attack as a last resort. 
He believes that the Russians 
will be deterred by the element 
of doubt in the President's 
words at his press conference. 
As one western ambassador put 
it: “If he confuses us, think 
how he must confuse the Rus- 
sians. That is at any rate an 
element of hope.” 

But, on the other hand, as 
the President pointed out, nu- 
clear attack means almost total 
destruction with consequences 
in “world-wide nuclear fallout 
that are unpredictable. Casual- 
ties in the millions if not the 
hundreds of millions would al- 
most certainly result. 

One Western observer re- 
calléd recent criticism in the 
London Times, generally con- 
sidered the organ of the Con- 
servative party, of the defense 
policy of the Macmillan gov- 
ernment. This policy has closely 
paralleled that of the Eisenhow- 
er Administration with a rapid 
cutback in conventional forces 
so that, as was expressed in a 
debate in the House of Com- 
mons last year, Britain may 
soon lack sufficient forces to 
maintain her far-flung commit- 
ments in various corners of the 
globe. 

A key sentence in the Lon- 
don Times editorial that seems 
to apply to the President’s re- 
marks was: 

“Suicide is not a _ rational 
defense policy.” 

Senator Mike Monroney of 
Oklahoma pointed out in de- 
bate in the Senate this week 
that for lack of $1,000,000 the 
army could not conduct a test 
of mobilization of forces by air- 
lift for a sudden emergency. He 
charged that the airlift had 
beén cut back virtually to zero. 

All this leads to the conclu- 
sion that has been pointed out 
before. The President is rely- 
ing on the ultimate willingness 
of the Soviets to agree to per- 
mit the Western forces to re- 
main in Berlin with access to 
West Germany. If they pull 
out of Berlin and then allow 
the East Germans to halt West-

Mortgage 
Interest 


Deductible 


By EDWARD COWAN 


WASHINGTON, D. C. (UPI) 
~—If meeting monthly mort- 
gage payments on the house 
is giving you financial misery, 
there is at least the consola- 
tion that the interest on the 
payment can be deducted from 
your federal income tax. 


This especially benefits 
home owners with “young” 
mortgages. When you start 


aying off a home loan, the 
Selig part of each monthly 
payment is interest. Reduction 
of the principal, and sundries, 
account for a lesser propor- 
tion. (As time goes by, the 
proportion gradually shifts so 
that, in the final year of a 
mortgage, the payments are 
almost entirely principal.) 

Home owners also can take 
tax reductions for payment of 
local and state property taxes 
and for casualty losses. In 
many cases, these three types 
of deduction, combined with 
other allowable expenses, add 
up to more than the standard 
10 per cent deduction to which 
nearly every taxpayer is en- 
titled. 

_To make certain, the taxpay- 
er—home owning or not— 
should add up his allowable 
deductions to see if the total 
exceeds 10 per cent of his in- 
come. If it does, then he’ll re- 
duce his tax bill by itemizing 
his deductions instead of tak- 
ing the standard 10 per cent. 

Itemized deductions are list- 
ed on page two of the long 
form income tax return, Form 
1040. 

Taking deductions doesn’t 
mean your income tax will be 
reduced by the full amount of 
what you claim. The deduc- 
tions are subtracted from your 
income before your tax is 
computed. Hence, if a home 
owner is in a 25 per cent tax 
bracket and had $500 of mort- 
gage interest payments in 
1958, he'll save $125. 

Home owners and other tax- 
payers also can deduct interest 
charges on most everything 
else—installment purchases of 
autos and appliances, personal 
loans, home improvement 
loans, and other things bought 
“on time.” 

The bank or other lending 
institution to which you make 
your mortgage payments will 
provide a breakdown showing 
how much you paid last year 
for interest. If the bank also 
collects for property taxes and 
pays them for you, then the 
sum it paid also is deductible. 

It’s also deductible if you 
paid it directly. But special 
payments for water, trash col- 
lection or street and sidewalk 
improvements are not deducti- 
ble, according to the Internal 
Revenue Service. 

The third major type of de- 
duction that especially benefits 
home owners is the casualty 
loss. If a storm rips the roof 
from your house or garage, you 
may deduct the cost of re- 
placing or repairing it. But 
you may not deduct any sum 
beyond the amount necessary 
to restore the roof to its con- 
dition at the time the storm 
struck. For instance, if it was 
a very old roof you probably 
ean’t deduct the entire cost of 
putting on a new one. 

Progerssive deterioration of 
property through normal wear 
and tear is not a deductible 
loss. .

The parking 
turnover is faster at the small 
center and therefore, you don’t 
have to have as much of it.”

PHOENIX, Ariz., March 13 
(AP)—Hopes of the San Fran- 
cisco Giants for the 1959 Na- 
tional League pennant may 
have been dealt a serious blow 
yesterday. Willie Mays, star 
center fielder and hitter, suf- 
fered a gash in his right leg 
that will keep him out of the 
lineup for at least “three or 
four weeks.” 

Mays suffered the bone-deep 
gash, which required 35 
stitches, sliding into home plate 
in the sixth inning of an exhibi- 
tion game against the Boston 
Red Sox at Scottsdale, Ariz. 
He said he ripped his leg 
against the shin guard of Sam- 
my White, Red Sox catcher. 

The question immediately 
arose whether Mays’s play 
would be affected on his return. 

Back in April, 1952, a some- 
what similar mishap happened 
to the Giants. Monte Irvin, 
star outfielder whose slugging 
helped the Giants win the 1951 
flag, suffered a broken ankle 
sliding into third base in an 
exhibition against the Cleve- 
land Indians at Denver. He was 
out for several months and the 
Giants didn’t repeat as National 
League champions. 

With Mays out of the game 
the Red Sox scored five runs 
in the eighth, four of them un- 
earned, off Paul Giel for a 7-4 
victory, their fifth straight.

Pitchers Herb Score and 
Mike Garcia of Cleveland, both 
plagued by injuries last year, 
saw action yesterday in the In- 
dians’ 6-5 10-ining victory over 
the Chicago Cubs at Tucson.

LAST SUMMER while I was visiting in the home of 
Pastor Martin Niemoeller of Germany, a young Ameri- 
can, Bill Fee of Washington, D.C., stopped in. Their 
friendship goes back to a time just after World War II 
“when Bill decided he wanted to improve his knowledge 
Of the German language and wrote a friend asking him 
- to supply a pen pal. The pen pal turned out to be the 
“pastor’s son, Hermann. 
Partly as a result of this pen pal friendshfp, Her- 
mann later came to the United States and is now a doctor 
_here. As a result of the pen pal friendship, Bill sought 
- out the pastor while vacationing in Europe to talk to him 
~ about war and peace and take back a message on prayer 
“to his Sunday School class in Washington. 


Some sophisticates scoff at the power of the 
pen pal idea, pointing out that there was ex- 
tensive individual German-American correspond- 
ence before Hitler and what did it lead to? 
Others believe that person-to-person contacts and 
people-to-people programs can work wonders 
if carried far enough. 
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Last year Walt C. Morgan, head of the Social Action 
Council of the Kirkwood Methodist Church, had an idea. 
“Taking his key from the Rev. Dr. Edwin C. Dahlberg’s 
presidential address to the National Council of Churches, 
falling for “massive reconciliation” rather than “massive 
yetalliation,” Morgan suggested that St. Louisans send 
“UNICEF Christmas cards to persons behind the Iron 
Curtain. 
- The idea met with only fair response and time was 
short, but through the Rev. Drs. O. W. Wagner of the

sion on Peace and International Justice of the Church

Others were skeptical that the messages would get through. 
Some were simply too busy with sending cards to their 
“own friends to bother with strangers halfway around the 
“world. But 786 cards were sent, the senders inclosing 
“names and addresses for replies. 

: To date, 150 replies have been received, from Hungary, 
“Poland and Czechoslovakia, some by air mail, which is 
“impressive since the price of airmail postage used by

Boy in Need of Scholarship Aid

QUESTION: In a family of 
four children and with a moth- 
er who has suffered an almost 
fatal accident by burns, we 
have our son in college, study- 
ing in his freshman year in the 
field of science and math, with 
hopes of his becoming a teach- 
er. He was a very bright pupil 
in high school and possesses 
unlimited talents in music... 
How may we keep him in 
school at such a critical time, 
when there are bills, insurance, 
taxes, etc., pressing us very 
hard? He is attending a col- 
lege in North Carolina at 
(place withheld) which has lit- 
tle or no funds at hand to as- 
sist deserving students like 
him. We would rather remain 
unknown since the father is a 
teacher, and teachers are well 
paid servants who must not 


beg. 

ANSWER: If you are look- 
ing for ways to make it pos- 
sible for your son to go through 
college, you are not begging. 
You are trying to see to it that 
a talented boy gets the edu- 
cation he needs and deserves. 


Your case seems eminent- 
ly fitting for scholarship aid. 
If your son’s college has no 
funds available, write to the 
College Scholarship Service 
of the College Entrance Ex- 
amination Board, 425 West 
117th street, New York 27, 
N.Y., for information. If pos- 
sible, send along a transcript 
of your son’s record and a 
statement of your financial 
position. 


There is a second possibility 
—other than scholarship alid— 
for you. Under the National 
Defense Education Act special 
loan funds are now available 
for college students. If your 
son expects to be a teacher 
(and actually goes into teach- 
ing), half of the total loan may 
be written off, or (to be pre- 
cise), 10 per cent each of his 
first five years of teaching. 
Your son’s college should be 
able to furnish the necessary 
information on this.

years old, for about 2000 stu- 
dents. The school is now on 
double sessions. There is a 
lot of argument over whether 
we should build an addition to 
the old school, which would be 
cheaper, or build an expensive 
new school. Do you have any 
opinion? 

ANSWER: It is difficult to 
answer detailed questions such 
as this one without knowing 
the community and its poten- 
tial for growth. But with one 
high school for 2000 students 
already on double sessions, it 
would seem almost inevitable 
for your city to build a second 


school. If you don’t you will 
wind up either with continu- 
ing double sessions or with a 
giant high school of some 3000 
students or both. 


Plan your new school so 
that neither of the two will 
have fewer than 600 stu- 
dents at any time. But with 
your present overflow, that 
seems unlikely anyway. 


QUESTION: Our daughter 
is in junior high school. This 
year the school will offer sum- 
mer sessions for talented stu- 
dents, and she would be eli- 
gible to take part. Do you 
think it is bad for her to be 
deprived of the summer vaca- 
tion? We live in a suburb, not 
in a city. 

ANSWER: I am glad you 
added the fact that your 
daughter is not cooped up in 
a big city. I think suburban 
kids who have the advantages 


of outdoor areas won't miss 


the summer vacation too much. 
Don’t forget that.even sum- 
mer schools leave time for a 
few weeks’ vacation, and even 
while they are in session, they 
don’t take up all of the young- 
ster’s time. 


If your daughter would like | 


to attend, by all means en- 
courage her. It’s getting to 
be an important trend in edu- 
cation, anyway.

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The New Films 


DIRECTOR-PRODUCER Anatole Litvak, with writer 
George Tabori, has given us a vivid drama with a back- 
ground of the 1956 Hungarian revolt in “THE JOURNEY.” 
at LOEW’S STATE THEATER. It is paintea in bold dra- 
matic strokes, sparked by the magnetic 
personality and vitality of Yul Brynner 
as a Russian major who detaifs a party 
of travelers at the border of Hungary as 
they seek to make their way back to 
Vienna. But though it has the outward 
trappings of realism, you'll have to over- 
look some faults in logic for the sake of 
theatrical effectiveness. 

It is unusual in this day of blacks and whites in treat- 
ment of themes about the cold war, to show the Russian 
military (with the exception of one torturer) as reasonably 
human, about like other soldiers. And in particular, the 
central figure, the major, as a man of lively intellectual 
curiosity and of some compassion under his brusque mili- 
tary manner. He is also a man swayed from duty by love 
of a titled Englishwoman in the party (Deborah Kerr) who 
is trying to smuggle out a badly wounded freedom fighter 
(Jason Robards Jr.). 

Mr. Brynner (back to the shaved head) makes the most 
of the juicy role of the major. Entertaining the travelers 
at dinner at the inn where the party is lodged, he asks 
leading questions about political differences with ironical 
enjoyment as his captives refuse to be baited and shy 
away from arguments. He obviously fascinates the English- 
woman, in spite of her love for the man she is trying to 
save, and has his eye on her from the beginning. 

But here arise the inconsistencies, The major could 
have spotted Mr. Robards as the man he was looking for 
almost from the beginning, but instead of grabbing him 
forthwith, plays a cat and mouse game, allowing him to 
attempt to make a break. It is intimated that he is doing 
this and detaining the whole party, so as to continue to 
make a play for the lovely and distressed Miss Kerr. But, 
as he was the sole power in the village, he could have held 
her anyway without reference to the others, And I doubt 
if the other travelers would have demanded that the high- 
bred Englishwoman offer to prostitute herself merely to 
save themselves further detainment, as is made the case 
here. The ending, which I don’t intend to reveal, is a 
piece of calculated irony more theatrical than convincing. 

However, in spite of these things, the drama exerts 
the powerful fascination of Mr. Brynner himself. Miss 
Kerr is a remarkably vibrant and evocative actress. Mr. 
Robards, whose almost savagely bleak and harsh face pre- 
sages him as another Humphrey Bogart, has mostly to 
suffer in silence, but does that with great intensity. Rob- 
ert Morley, as an officious Englishman, E. G. Marshall as 
an American seeking to get out with his wife and two 
children, Anne Jackson as his bluntly selfish wife, and 
Kurt Kasznar as the innkeeper offer strong performances.

A powerful and extraordinary Swedish picture, “THE 
SEVENTH SEAL,” at the APOLLO ART, is director-writer 
Ingmar Bergman’s contemplation of the meaning of life 
and death. It is nothing less than a work of art, profound, 
mystical, poetic and yet brutally realistic, 
powerfully affecting and limned in some 
beautifully composed and photographed 
scenes. 

Mr. Bergman has told it in the form 
of an allegory based in the Fourteenth 
Century in a land probably meant to be 
Sweden. A knight, weary and disillu- 
sioned, returns to his native shores after 10 years with the 
Crusaders. He is met on the lowering shore by black-robed 
Death, who seeks to take him. But the knight proposes a 
game of chess to stave off Death and uses the armistice to 
wander the land, desperately seeking for something to 
believe in, for hope and meaning, while Death stalks him. 


The sad knight and his cynical, forthright squire find 
a land beset by plague, a land of terror, rotting corpses, 
ignorance, superstition, hypocrisy, cruelty, drunkenness 
and lechery. A thundering priest halts a moment of fri- 
volity at a show by strolling troubadours to preach doom 
and damnation. Flagellants whipping each other in retri- 
bution are driven by soldiers and priests in a_ cloud of 
“purifying” vapors. A young girl is burned as a witch in a 
horrifying scene as a sop to ignorance. The knight finds 
the one ray of light in this moral pestilence in a dewy- 
fresh and joyous little family of troubadours who live in a 
tent, and he saves them from the grasping hand of Death. 
In them, apparently the knight sees the hope for mankind. 
For mocking Death as he gathers in the others of the 
knight’s party, can offer only nothingness. 

There much symbolism here and surely modern 
application. The actors are first-rate, particularly Max 
von Sydow as the gaunt knight, Gunnar Bjornstrand as the 
squire, Bengi Ekerot as Death.

Sexy Romp 

PRODUCER - DIRECTOR-WRITER Leo McCarey, 
usually associated with the wholesome-homey touch, has, 
of all people, taken Max Shulman’s humorous book, 
“RALLY ROUND THE FLAG, BOYS!” and turned it in a 
movie to be seen at the FOX, into the 
most risque sex farce ever seen in an 
American movie. 

This lusty romp isn’t suggestive. It 
doesn't even suggest, it just boldly comes 
out with its meanings as Paul] Newman, 
as a young commuter, casts a lecherous 
eye on his wife (Joanne Woodward), who 
is too preoccupied with civic duties in their exurbian 
paradise to pay him enough heed, and Joan Collins, as a 
flirtatious neighboring wife, casts the same sort of eye on 
Paul. In a scene in a Washington hotel room where the 
bouncy Miss Collins tries to ensnare Paul, they have, to 
quote the song, “Gone just about as fur as they can go.” 

This is presented in a more smirking than leering sort 
of way and is pretty funny if quite implausible at times. 
Also amusing is the Shulman concept of Army bureaucracy 
in Jack Carson as a pompous captain who is delegated to 
install a secret rocket project adjacent to the town and 
meets fanatic civic opposition led py Miss Woodward. 

However, the ending isn’t as hilarious as it obviously 
was meant to be. Originally, the Shulman story about all 
the Nikes at the installation blowing up when the captain 
presses a button to prove how safe the system is, was to 
have been followed. But the fatal Nike explosion in New 
Jersey doomed that as a subject for fun. So now there is 
a wild free-for-all when a civic pageant gets out of hand, 
and Capt. Carson going up in a guided missile which he 
accidentally sets off. Neither device quite comes off. 


Italian Farce 

“A PLEA FOR PASSION,” at the SHADY OAK, is a 
mildly diverting little Italian farce about a young travel- 
ing salesman who finds himself accused of bigamy by a 
fat and unattractive woman he never saw before, and 
deserted therefore by his outraged and pretty wife, who 
takes their baby. Vittorio De Sica gives a sly, delight- 
fully insouciant performance of a dramatic attorney who 
has very little concern for his clients outside of using them 
as excuses for courtroom pyrotechnics, and who almost 
lands the poor innocent salesman in jail with a plea 
for mercy for him. However, one finally becomes a little 
tired of the explosive, hysterics and voluble screamiing 
and wishes more for a little of the dry English touch. 


Murder in England 

“CAST A DARK SHADOW,” at the RICHMOND, is 
an English film about a young adventurer who murders his 
wealthy, elderly wife, and then sets out to get her sister, 
who has inherited her money. Even with such good 
players as Dirk Bogarde as the cad, Margaret Lockwood 
as his hard-boiled second wife and Kay Walsh as a young 
neighbor he makes love to, this doesn’t produce the in- 
tended chill.

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Movie to Quiet Fears of Young Patients 


Children’s Hospital Also Displays Slides to Carry Safety Message to Parents

MEDICAL SCIENCE with 
its miracle drugs can knock 
out diseases which once held 
a heavy club over human life. 
But all the miracle drugs in 
the world can’t keep a child 
from swallowing a dangerous 
liquid or turning over the cof- 
fee pot or eating sleeping pills. 

Until he is old enough to 
know better, his parents have 
to protect him. St. Louis Chil- 
dren’s Hospital is trying- to 
teach parents to do ‘it better. 

The method is painless, a 
kind of optical osmosis which 
permits parents to absorb a 
lot of knowledge without rea- 
lizing they’re being educated. 
It is one of two ventures in 
photography by which Chil- 
dren’s Hospital brings advice 
and comfort to patients and 
their parents. 

The two are: 


Sonovision, a series of safety 
slides which flash continuously 
on a screen in the waiting 
room of the hospital clinic, de- 
signed to help cut down the 
number of emergencies. 

A 20-minute color and sound 
film recounting the experi- 
ences of three young patients, 
designed to quiet children’s 
fears by showing them in ad- 
vance what they will encounter 
in the hospital. 

Sonovision, financed by the 
auxiliary of the hospital, is in- 
stalled high in a specially-built 
cabinet were parents and chil- 
dren waiting their turn in the 
clinic can’t help but see it, The 
other film, financed by the 
Tribute Fund—money given by 
friends and patrons to be used 
for special projects—will be 
shown to children two or three 
days before they enter the 
hospital. It also will be lent 
? any adult groups requesting 
it. 

Those who watch Sonovision 
in the clinic waiting room are 
not emergency patients. In 
fact, the idea is to plant safety 
rules in their minds so that 
they will never have to rush in 
for emergency treatment. When 
that happens, there’s no time 
for learning rules. 

But Miss Lilly Hoekstra, 
hospital administrator, hopes 
the information that parents 
absorb by watching the slides 
will alert them to dangers their 
children may encounter in 
their own homes and thereby 
nip an accident before it can 
happen. 

“The number of fatal or 
crippling accidents to children 
is alarming,” she said, “and, 
unfortunately, the rate of de- 
cline, as compared with the de- 
cline of disease, is slow. 

“In 25 years, disease fatali- 
ties among children from 1 to 4 
declined 81.3 per cent, while 
the accident rate went down 
only 50 per cent. And this was 
before discovery of the Salk 
vaccine and other advances in 
medicine which cut down the 
disease rate even more. 

“In the same age _ group, 
more than twice as many chil- 
dren died from accidents as 
from pneumonia, which claimed 
more lives than any other ill- 
ness 

“And these figures, of course, 
do not include the crippling ac- 


cidents and the ones from 
which the children recover 
completely. 


“We hope through this edu- 
cational process to show parents 


how to be more careful in their | 
homes and warn them of poten- | 


tial dangers. They may not, 
realize at the moment that they 
are learning specific safety | 


rules as they watch the slides 
on the screen, but we hope that 
later, when they see drugs in 
an unlocked medicine cabinet 


or place a coffee pot too close | 


to the edge of the table, they'll 
remember what they saw while 


they were in our clinic waiting | 
room—and correct the danger | 


before a child is hurt.” 

The parade which streams 
through the emergency ward 
every day is tragic evidence 
of these dangers. In Janu- 
ary alone, according to statis- 
tics compiled by Mrs. Marion 
Barnard, administrative as- 
sistant in the clinic, 43 chil- 
dren were brought in after 
they had swallowed—or were 
suspected of having swal- 
lowed—everything from per- 
fume to paint thinner. Four- 
teen ate aspirin, three ate 
mothballs and one drank his 
mother’s Christmas gift, a 
bottle of Chanel No. 5. One 
drank turpentine, two chewed 
cigarette butts and one gulped 
down 23 of his own pills. 
One swallewed a cdin, an- 
other a fishbone, another a 
needle and a fourth inhaled 
an orange seed into his lung. 
Six drank a household liquid 
containing lye. Others were 
burned or were hurt in falls.

U.N. Ideals on Stage 


ROME, Italy, March 13. 
THE LOS ANGELES CHAPTER of the American As- 
sociation for the United Nations has undertaken a rather 
exciting new activity. It is sponsoring a nation-wide con- 
test for one-act plays, which are to be judged by Robert 
Anderson, Paddy Chayefsky, William Inge, Emmet Lavery 
and Dore Schary. 


It is hoped this project “will inspire the writ- 
“ing of plays which will further the world peace 
role of the U.N.” The one requirement made of 
contestants is that the dramatic situation be “based 
on the working out of the ideals and ideas of the 
United Nations or any of its specialized agencies in 
terms of human relations and conflicts.” 
The chapter is working in co-operation with the Los 


Angeles group of the American National Theatre and Acad- 
emy, which hopes to feature these plays this year during 
U.N. week in October. Those in authority are even consid- 
ering the possibility that the other 20 A.N.T.A. groups 
throughout the country might attempt to produce the same 
plays at the same time. 

The prizes will be $500 for the first, $350 for the sec- 
ond, and $100 for the third, and the deadline date for sub- 
mission of plays is June 5. Winners will be announced in 
September. Contestants must be at least 19 years of age.

WHILE I am writing about the West Coast I should 
like to remind my readers that I mentioned something 
about a meeting in Washington, D.C., of the National Farm 
Labor Advisory,Committee on the question of farm labor. 

I have just received an excellent report of an inves- 
tigation carried on by a committee of the Oregon State Leg- 
islature on the question of migratory farm labor in Oregon. 
Growing out of this investigation are six remedial bills, 
which would indicate that responsible state government 
can act to solve some of the problems on a question as dif- 
ficult and as crucial in our economy as migratory farm 
labor. 

If the Oregon Legislature passes these bills to elim- 
inate cruel and degrading practices of labor contractors, to 
improve the housing conditions and transportation for farm 
labor, and to establish pilot programs for the education of 
migrant children, it will set an example for other states. 


The statement sent to me goes on to say “it 
will lift from the people of Oregon some of the 
guilt which all thinking people feel about our so- 
ciety’s neglect of this group of labor.” 


Even organized labor has been very slow to recognize 
the responsibility for these workers, but this year it has 
seemed to come closer to the problem. And with former 
United States Senator Frank Graham as head of the na- 
tional advisory committee it looks as though some real 
advances will be made.

WHEN I WAS YOUNG, I 
knew a wise old man, perhaps 
the wisest person I have ever 
met. I ought to have dropped 
everything I was doing, so as 
to spend as many hours with 
him as he could spare. How- 
ever, in my ignorance I sup- 
posed that the world was full 
of wise people. 

Once when I had decided 
upon a course of action that 
held that element of beautiful 
finality so dear to the young, 
I asked his advice. Never hav- 
ing heard of non-directive 
counseling, he gave me a 
straightforward answer. “No,” 
he said quietly, “that would be 
the wrong way.” It is fortu- 
nate that I heeded him. The 
other path, which seemed to 
my impatience so _ indistinct 
and tortuous, did lead finally 
into the clear. 

Another time when I was go- 
ing through an ordeal, he came 
to see me. No word of pity or 
exhortation passed his lips. He 
simply told me through a long 
spring afternoon the story of 
his own losses and griefs—a 
subject he had never before 
mentioned. It was almost un- 
bearably sad, but he told it in 
such a way that it evoked ex- 
altation and not pity. 


I understood what he 
meant, but did not say: “This 
is the common human lot. I, 
an old man, am trying to tell 
you, a young woman, that 
there is a grandeur in living, 
and that life is good, no mat- 
ter what comes.” 

This winter, after a Mortar 
Board dinner, a young matron 
introduced herself to me and 
said impulsively, “How does 
one learn wisdom?” I said 
that Aeschylus had written that 
it came through suffering. 
“And even in our sleep pain 
that cannot forget, falls drop by 
drop upon the heart, and in 
our own despite, against our 


se 
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will, comes wisdom to us by 
the awful grace of God.” 
“Will you write about it?” 


she asked. I promised to try, 
knowing that the subject was 
too big for a column or a book 
or even a whole library. 

“Wisdom is better than ru- 
bies,” says Proverbs. “Whoso 
finds wisdom finds life.” 

But where can it be found? 
In suffering, said Aeschylus. 
In joy, said Masefield. “The 
days that make us happy make 
us wise.” 

Wisdom then is partly the 
result of experience; it is the 
distillation of experience. 
Events, happenings, do not in 
themselves constitute experi- 
ence; they are just the raw 
material. Only as they are 
deeply felt, reflected upon, ex- 
amined and accepted do they 
become experience; and only 
as experience is drawn upon 
for use is it transmuted into 
wisdom. 

Fortunately, an individual 
is not limited to hig own life 
for source material. Beyond 
his private experience lies 
the whole realm of literature, 
where he can find the wis- 
dom of all the centuries. 
There also are the arts and 
the sciences, and philosophy 
and religion. 

That’s a large order, too 
large for any one mind. A few

men in the Renaissance were 
supposed to have universal 
minds in a “universe” much 
more limited than ours. Rabel- 
ais was one of them; his advice 
was to drink long and deeply 
of learning. 

His advice is still good to- 
day. For there is no wisdom 
without knowledge (though un- 
happily, there may be knowl- 
edge without wisdom). Per- 
haps humility is the ingredient 


| which, when added to knowl- 


edge, makes for wisdom. 

The white-bearded old man 
who advised me so wisely in my 
youth made no claim to wis- 
dom. He had lowered his 
bucket into the well and knew 
how deep it was.

A RAM, or male goat, is 
likely to do some butting at 
one time or another. Rushing at 
full force, it strikes another 
ram or, rarely, a human being. 

The butting of rams sug- 
gested a name for and old-time 
weapon of war. This was known 
as the battering ram. It was 
employed to batter the walls of 
castles and fortified cities. 

An early battering ram was 
a log with iron or other metal 
at one end. Sometimes, but 
not always, the metal had the 
shape of a ram’s head. Several 
soldiers handled the ram. 
swinging it back and forth. 


Thicker walls were built, 
also larger battering rams. 
Sometimes logs more than 30 
feet long were employed. A 
large framework was con- 
structed, with dangling 
chains to hold the log while 
it was being swung. Twenty 
or more soldiers were em- 
ployed at times to handle 
a single battering ram. 


Despite the fact that they 
often wore coats of mail or 
other armor, the crew of a 
battering ram took part in 
hard and dangerous work. The 
defenders of a castle shot ar- 
rows at them, and hurled large 
stones from the top of the wall. 
Pots of boiling oil also were 
dropped, along with barrels of 
pitch, - 

Another method of de-

fense was to tunnel under 

the framework of a battering 
ram. Men inside the castle 
would dig a hole below the 
wall, and would continue the 

tunnel until it reached a 
point below the battering 
ram. That might lead to a 
cave-in which put the batter- 
ing ram out of use. 

The attackers also employed 
tunnels at times. Under cover 
of darkness, they cut holes 
below the walls. If soldiers 
managed to swarm through 
the tunnels, they might get in- 
side and capture the castle.
